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Continuation of Part 3 : Although the after final amendments have not been entered, the 
proposed amendments appear to overcome the 35 (JSC 101 rejection of claim 1-3 and 6-13 and these 
rejections would be withdrawn if the amendments were entered. 

Continuation of Part 5c: the Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

Specifically, the Applicant argues that Appanna does not disclose that each service 
channel comprises a CAS value. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The claim does not recite 
that the CAS values of each service channel are actually located within each of the service 
channels themselves. The claim merely recites that every service channel comprises a CAS 
signaling value. Appanna discloses this limitation. As shown in figure 4, Appanna discloses that 
each time slot carrying DSO traffic has associated signaling bits located in time slot #4. Thus 
each service channel (i.e. time slot carrying DSO traffic in Appanna) does comprise associated 
signaling values, even though those values are carried in time slot #4. To more specifically 
claim the Applicant's invention it is suggested by the Examiner that the claim recite that the CAS 
signaling value of each service channel is located within each associated service channel. 

Note, the proposed amendments have not been entered. However, upon Applicant's filing of an 
Appeal or Request for Continued Examination (RCE), the amendment will be entered before 
further prosecution proceeds.
